Knowing 
that she could not sw4m, the elder 
sister sprang In after her, and auo- 
oeeded in reaching her in timi to 
render assistance, and wben she had 
pushed the girl ashore, for some un- 
accountable reason (probably cramps 
caused by the very cold water) ahe 
herself aank from aigbt and was 
drowned. 

In utter helplessness Miss Ham- 
ilton saw Mrs. Adklns drown not 
twenty feet from the shore, but 
could do nothing to save her. She 
ran for help, and several persons 
responded to the call; but the beet 
that could be done wag to search 
several hours for <the body, which 
Was found a short distance below 
where the tragedy occurred. 

The body waa brought to Pike- 
vllle on Its way to Mossy Bottom 
for burial Tuesdajr morning.
